The only connexion between the two portions of 
this Volume lies in this ; that both relate to affairs of the 
early English Church. 

In their character there is this difference : the first is a 
small chronicle or historical remain ; the second consists 
of documents prepared with all the formalities of legal 
instruments, and which were actually intended for the 
defining, defence, and support of property or franchise. 
The first portion relates to a particular see, the name 
of which has undergone many fluctuations, but which 
became in the twelfth century what we now see it, the 
Bishoprick of Bath and Wells : while the second relates 
to churches in various dioceses, or to monastic foun- 
dations, the seats and secure asylums of the peaceful, the 
pious, and the learned.

INTRODUCTION. 



Thk history of the Bi^boprick of tbe province of Somerset, tbe 
seat of which was originally at Wells, transferred from thence to 
Bath, where for a short time it remained, and then carried back to 
Wells, from the time of Bishop Godwin, downwards, has been 
chiefly denied from three original aonrces. 

First, in dignity, and certainly in antiquity, may be placed the 
section De Epiieopis WelleRsibvg in the De GestU Poatificnm Anglorum 
of William of Malmesbnry,* who wrote early in the twelfth century. 
Next in age is to be placed a short account printed by Wharton 
in the Anglia SacraA supposed to be the work of a canon of Wells. 
This is continued to tbe time of Bishop Harewell, who died in 1306. 
The third is ti much larger account, printed in tbe same collection,! 
in which the history is continued to the year 1423, when Nicholas 
Bubwith was Bishop. These may be called the Hittoria Minor and 
Historia Major. Wharton printed from a modern transcript in the 
Cotlonian Library, made by Francis Thynne from copies by Laurence 
Nowell, which he found at the house of Lambarde the Kentish anti- 
i)uary : but be also used another copy, which is in a register of the 
the church of Wells.^ 

There wns in the fifteenth century a Chancellor of Wells who bas 
left several tracts ; some of which are historical : and who may have

T have had the good fortune to discover a fourth original and I 
independent authority. It has not, as far as I know, ever been 
noticed, and yet it contains some facts which are peculiar to itself, 
to some transactions it gives a dilTerent coloaring, and, on the 
whole, it may be said to come with equal if not superior authority 
lu any of the three on whose authority hitherto the writers on this 
subject have proceeded. No doubt, the whole which it contains 
respecting the succession of Ina, and his marriage with Queen 
£thelbnrga, is legendary and romantic ; but when the history ap- 
proaches the time of the Coaquest, it assumes a very authentic charac- 
ter; it is minute and particular; and so continues in respect of the 
topics selected by the writer, to the reign of King Henry the Second, 
in which it was composed. But what gives it its chief value is, that 
the unknown author has introduced a long quotation from a treatise 
written by Bishop Gyso himself, who was nominated to this Bishopriuk 
by Edward the Confessor, and who continued in the see an able and 
zealous preUte to near the end of the reign of the Conqueror; a fore- 
taste, as he calls it, of a larger treatise which he intended to compile on 
theendowments made on his church by various benefactors, and the 
distribution of the profits of its possessions between the Bishop and 
the Canons. What is here quoted, is a condensed account of the 
same affairs, hut relating more especially to himself and to what was 
done in his own time. lu respect of the precise period when it was 
written by Gyso, it may be observed that the deposition of Stigand,

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the Archbishop of Caoterbury, is an event mentioned in it. the dale 
of that transaction being A. D. 1009. I see no reason to suspect 
the genuineness of this little piece of early auto- biography. We 
shall lind that its statements are curiously supported by the testi- 
mony of Domesday Book ia some instances, and of charters in 
others. Gyso must hereafter take his place in the slender catalogue 
of Saxon authors. 

Tliat the treatise in which this valuable fragment of Bishop tiyso 
is incorporated was written as early as the reign of King Henry the 
Second, may be regarded as a sufficiently probable inference from 
these considerations. There is a coincidence in its statemenis with 
the opinions which are known to have prev^lcd at that time among 
the religious of Somerset concerning Ina and Ethelburga ; the nar- 
rative ends with the consecration of Bishop Reginald in 1176 ; and 
traces may be perceived of a preference of King Stephen to his 
Andegavine successor. It almost amounts to partizanship. The 
author writes as if the eubera were not quite cooled of the animosity 
between Godfrey the Bishop, and King Henry the First,* and as if 
he had entered into the feeling of Bishop Kobert, the predecessor of 
Reginald, who bad been one of the most active partizans of Stephen, 
and who had suffered personally great inconvenience iu consequence 
of his adherence to bim. 

The object of the writer was twO'fold. First, to give tbe best 
account he could collect of the origin of the see. This, he tells us 
in rhe prologue, was his principal intention. But it is manifest that

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he had Lis eye constantly fixed upon the revenues of the Church, and I 
that he was intent on producing a wort to which reference might be 
made, should qnestions arise, as sacb questions were perpetually 
arising, respecting the portions which were set aside for the support 
of tbe canons and those whtcli remained to the Bishop. In the 
account of the see under the later iJishops noticed by him, we have 
very little, except what relates to the temporal possessions and dis- 
putes concerning ihem. 

The author was, in all probability, a canon of Wells. In one 
phrase we have a verbal conformity with the Hiiloria Minor, which 
seems to show that this treatise was known to the author of that 
meagre performance, or that both used in that part of their narrative 

This little piece of history has been preserved in a Kegister of the 
Priory of Bath, which is now in the library of the Honourable 
Society of Lincoln's Inn, whc very obligingly allowed the Camden 
Society to make the trauscripL, from which they have printed. By 
what means the Society ohtaioed possession of this Register, which 
is one of more than ordinary curiosity and value, is unknown ; bat 
there is no reason to suppose, as some have done, that it formed part 
of the munificent benefaction of Sir Matthew Hale to that library, 
when we find that it is not mentioned with his other manuscripts in 
the will of the learned Judge, and that it is absent also from the 
catalogue of the manuscripts in the Lincoln's Inn library, made in 
1697.* The Register contains the record of the transactions of the 
house from about A. D. 1200 to A. D. 13«0, with a few things inter- 
spersed, of which this piece of history is one. The character in which 
it is written is that of the beginning of the fourteenth century. 

The Camden Society are obliged to Mr. E. A. Bond, of the British 
Museum, for the accuracy with which the transcript was made by 
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A few words are evidently written incorrectly by the orjgiuat 
scribe. In respect of these, I have adopted a plan the reverse of that 
on which Heamt- proceeded in his publications of early historical 
remaiDs. I have placed the restorations in the text, and given the 
corrupted reading in the margin. This appears to be the proper way 
to reconcile the jarring principles, a regurd to the convenience and 
pleasure of the reader, and a maintenance of a due reverence for the 
actual text. But it is only in cases where the corruption was 
manifest that I have ventured to restore ; and I would be permitted 
(o add, that ibere are a few passages in which I do not feel perfect 
confidence in the rendering which I have given of them. 

The remark which is so well made by Dr. Clarke in the preface

clearly what is, in a great measure, concealed from the eyes of most persons liiing 
at this present time.

Homber, Uie number of liis iliya being completed, went the wnjofall flesh. He leFt 
no heir bebind him : vhereupon, in tlie kingdam which he bad goyenied. there arose 
■ ceiuCioD of the idministnTion of justice, nod with iC injuatice ; so that no loom ww 
left for eitber puce or equttj. The Biijuat mao condemned tbe just ; the ilrong 
oppreiaed the weak ; and the more powerful a man wu, tbe more injurioiu wbi he tu 
hit neighbour. What more.' Thus the want of an heir to the kingdom brought a 
miwrable deaolatiDn : which beholding, the bithops and chief person! of Ihe realm, 
deairoDS to obtain a King to reiga over them, consulted the Lord at London. The 
reply thcj received was. that they «hould seek out a maa whose name was Ina, and 
make him King. Wbea tbe chief men of Ihe rrnlm heard this, Ihey immediately dis- 
patched many messengers in every direction who ahould seek oat this person called 
/tu. and bring him tu tliem : who, when they hid aought bim for a long time without 
■ncceas. a party oF them who bad been imtniriDg in the western provinces, namely, in 
Cornwall and Devonshire, were returning, wearied in spirit, and directing their couract 
towards London. These men, at tliey were travelling through the provinces, and bad 
arrived at a certain town which ia c»Ueil Somcrton, chaoceJ to see there a certain hua. 
bandinnn with his plough, who. with a loud voice, was caUiog out for ' liut,' that he 
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ut veniret cum bohus patria aui qui erat socius villani. Quod 
audientes, nuntil sciscitaverunt a villano, quidnam vocaret. Qui 
respondit, quod Inam vocaverat filium socii sui cum bobus patris 
sui. Cumque nuntii vidisaent Inam juvenem decorum, statur& 
procerum, viribus robustum, gavisi sunt gaudio magno: "Hie 
est," iiiquiunt, " quern queerimus."

The 
mEsscDgcra heariag this, enquired ot the huibBiidinDii what he hub cailiag; who 
replied, IliBt he had colled for Idb, the bod of his partner, thnt he iliould conie with hia 
father's oien. A> soon bb the messeDgen had aeen Ina, nnd perceived that he ttua a 
hnodsome youth, tail and robust, thej rejoiced with exceeding joy ; " This," Biild 
they, " 19 he of nhom we are in search." When tbey eipreBBed their desire to take 
iiim witb them, they were not suffered to do bo by the father, noryet by the neighbours, 
without giTing a pledge and lecnrily that no harm ihould happen to him while be was 
ill their hands. This being done, they brought him to London to the chiefs and nobles 
of the realm, who, when they saw Ina, a young man, very haodsome and, as it seemed. 
very brave, they made him King, committing to him the liingdom, and all beiouging (o 
it ; and he was immediutelr oooaccraled by the Bishops. 

While these things were srarcely concluded, there came one who told (he King, that 
Ihe King on the other side the Humber had Ulely died, leaving an only daughter his 
heir, whose name was Auelbubou. When the King heard Ibis, be sent a royal 
emb.'isNy to Atlelhurgb, with proposali of marrisge ; and that their two realms ghould 
be united iu one uiunurchy. But A^bnrgh, when she had received the proiKnal, 
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tellexerat, sprevit, et Regis nuptlas contempsit, eo quod filius 
villuni dicebatur.' Rex autem Ina, auditu responsu illius, cre- 
dens se meliuB profuturum, iter arripuit, et faciens ae Regis nun- 
tium, ad Adelburgam ^ usque pen-enit, nuntians ei verbum et 
legationem quam ipsa prias audierat.

despised it, and spurned the thought of mnn-iage with the King, because it wai lald 
be was tlie edd of n husbsndmsn. King Ina, when be receired tliii replf, tliinking 
that he should bimielf have better success, detennined to go in person ; and, pre- 
tendiog that he wu a messeDger of the King, csjne to Adelburgh, and repeated the 
proposals which before hnd been made to ber. But she, nevertbelesB, as before, 
rejected the propoaal, On Che ground that the King's father wai a husbandman ; which, 
when the King beard, thinking aDiiouvly wLat he should do, that \>j some means or 
other he might succeed, he determined to remain with ber some days, and even months, 
in the character of a seriant waiting upon her. Now it happened, that AJeibBrgh 
appointed a feast to be bcid for the chief persons of her realm. Ina, on the day 
of the festival, had the office assigned bim by his mistress of placing the dishes 
on the table at the banquet. While he was performing this duty, being dressed in 
royat apparel, and apjxaring to far greater advantage than the other persons who were 
present, the lady, again and again admiring bim, became exceedingly enamoured, and 
ordered a couch to he prepared for bim at nigbl in her own apartments. In a secret 
n ibe deep silence of the uight,(') Ina iguin opened iiis embody toAdelburgh. 
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set iiullatenus exaudiri meruit, dum denique rex ei quianam esset 
indicavit, et se Regem esse proposuit. Unde ilia vehementer 
admirans, obstupuit, et petitioiiibua suis libens acquie^'it. Quo 
facto, rex irde disceasit, et in patriara suam regressus, cum magno 
ai)paratu nuntios pro ea direxit : quam, ubi venit ad \'iUam tunc 
temporia quie Cideston, nunc autem Wella vocatur, solempniter 
desponsavit ; episcopo Daniele ministerium desponsationis felici- 
ter conaummante ;" qui, RegiTiS mediante, impetravit a Rege dari 
sibi villam eandeoi ad transferendum'' illuc sedeni pontificalem.

Hr could not, honever. prevul la be heard, until, at length, he declared to her who tie 
vol, aud tbal he himaelf «iu the King ; when she, vondering eiceediagi; at xhol had 
happened, waB amazed, and, wilh hearty good wiU, acquieaced in hia jiropoaal. Thii 
huing setlltd, the King departed ; anil, being returned into his own country, tent i 
gplendid emhaaay to conduct the lady to him. When she arrived at the town which 
waa then called Cide8ton,(*) but now WeUs, tlicy were there solemnly married. Tho 
office of the eapouaalfl wia happily performed by Daniel the bishop, who, by the media- 
linn oflhe Queen, ohtainni of the King that the town ahould be given to him, that thither 
he might trinifer the cpiicopal seat, and Daniel accordingly traniferred immediately 
the Bishop's chair from Congreabury la Wells. 

Lo. now yon hnTo beard, for what reason, by what chance, in what manner, when, 
and by whom the seat of the Biihop waa traneferred lo Wells, But Daniel, when he 
had presided orer the see forty and three years, leaving the laud of the dying, passed 
to the land of those that live. To wliom there were many auccesaors at Wells, aa 
the bishops whose nomei follow : — SioahdS ; Alwvkcs, who displaced, by under- 
hand meana, Sigorna frum hia biahopricli, and, surviving him ouly thirteen days, died 
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WOLDU8, L10WYNGU8, Brithtumus, Elwynus ; quibus suc- 
cesserunt* Brithwynus, et Duduco vir Justus et timoratus : de 
quibus scripsit successor eorum^ yenerabilis et prceclaree memoriee 
Gyso episcopus ; cujus scriptum en profertur in medium. 

" Anno dominicee incamationis m®. xxxo. Cnuth Rege Danorum

bishop; Brithelm; Burthwold; Liovino; Brithtum ; Elwtn(*); to whom 
succeeded Brithwtnb and Duduco, a man just, and reverentially devout, of whom 
their successor Gtbo the Bishop, a man of venerable and fi&mous memory, has 
written ; whose writing is here quoted : 

** In the year of the Incarnation of our I<ord one thousand and thirty, Cnuth 
** king of the Danes and Norwegians, being then sovereign of the whole of Britain, 
** Brithcri, whose surname was Merechyyt, Bishop of the Church of Wells, died on 
** on the second of the ides of April, and was buried in the monastery of Glaston, in 
" which he was Abbot before he became Bishop. To him succeeded Dnduco, a Saxon 
'* by birth, consecrated on the third of the ides of June, who, in the time of Edward, 
'' the most pious king, gave to God and Saint Andrew the possessions which he had 
'* obtained from the King, before he was bishop, to be his by hereditary right ; to wit, 
« the monastery of St. Peter in the city of Gloucester, with all pertaining to it,(*) the 
*' the town which is called Congresbury,(7) and another town called Banwell ;(^ and 
" they were <ynfirmed by chirographs of royal authority and donation. He gave 
" also sacerdotal vestments, various reliques of saints, beautiful vessels for the altar,

Moreover Stigand. the Archbishop of 
Canterbnry, aflenrarda, in the time of William the King, degraded in a council of 
bishops, bjr the legates of Pope Alexander in the city of Winchester, with najust 
■olicitstioa besought the King thai the aforesaid monastery should be givea to hint, 
and obtained hia request.

" what to the Jemesne and dispoaai of the hishop ; and so, posleritj being 
" freed from all nncertaintjr on this suhject, one parly may not encroach upon the , 
" righlB of another. Bnt now I warn my sureesBors in the ipirjt of fraternal giTection, 
'■ and I entreat them out of regnrd to the bentfits conferred on this church hy me and 
" my predecessors, that each of Ihem would endeavour to add lo its property, that 
" they may posKSS in glory the fruit of a recompense from Christ when they have 
•■ iMSMd ant of this present life. If any one, of whatever rank, shall liolale this 
■' decree, either as OTerturning this my ordinance, or presuming to transfer to some 
" other purpose any part, however small, of the possessions set apart to the nae of 
" the canons, him let the bishop, by paternal admoQition and counsel, rule and ad- 
" viae, or, if he is hardened, restrain by the severity of divine vengeance, lest while he

" sentence of condemnation not from himself but from another ijuartcr.''

Behold, now yoa have the truth concemiag tba lettlement of the piM3cssioiiB(<^) of 
the church of Wells which Gyao of leoeniblc memorj' left in writing. He, when be 
had sat about twcntj-eight years in the epLBCopil cbair, the circle of hia dajia being 
completed, slept in the Lord, and wns buried in the church which he bad goTcrncit, 
in a little niche made in the wall, on the north aide near Iheallai.C'] ai Duduco hii pre- 
deceaior wsi boned on the aoutb side of the altar. 

To G jso saeceeiJed John, by birth ■ maa of Tonrs, prudent and provident ; who when 
the life of the most cjcellent King William the elder whi> had reigned Iwentjr-two years 
had come to a praiseworthy end, and William the younger hie son reigned in his stead, 
was contecrated biihop in the niODth of July, and immediately tranaferred (he 
epiicopal seat from Weill to Bath. For, having been employed by the King in 
many and great affairs, and having in conseqaence grown into familiarity with bim, 
be begged of the King for himself the city of Uath.C*) and not long after be purchased 
the iDheritauce of Hugelo com Barba(^') for sixty poonds. With these he enriched 
the bishopric. Having done this, the bishop thought that as he had increued the 
reTcnoM of the church ja one direction , so he might be at liberty to diminibh tbem in 
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tuum ecclesise Welliec contra canones distraxit, et Heldeberto i 
dapifero suo distribuit redditus ecclesiee equiperantes xxs. libras 
et ultra. Domicilliis quoque canonicorum quas Gyso venerabilis 
constnixerat, refectorio scilicet et domiitorio, necnon et cellario, 
et aliis officinis necessariis, cum claustro, dirutis, canonici fores J 
ejecti, coacti sunt cum populo communit^r vivere; quos Gysol 
docuerat regulariter et religiose cohabitare. Set cum Dei miseri- 
cordia, qute super omnes est et in omnibus, ilium reapiceret, sicut 
scriptum est ' Quos Deus prBedestinant hos et vocavit, et quos vo- 
cavit hos et justificavit,' poenitentii ductus de sacrilcgio perpetrate, 
respuit et pcenituit, et poeiiiteutiam suam scriptam reliquit.'' 
Johannes vero Archidiaconus terras quas pater suus [obtinuerat] 
per htereditatem, et prieposituram canonicorum, nichilominus sibi 
usurpavit.

Cui successit Godefridl's natione quidem Thetonicus, nobili 
genere ortus, vir mansuetus et pius ; cujus toto tempore Johannes 

another, ani he accordingly took a portion of the rfints of Ihe chiireh of WelU apinat 
the will of the canons and gave them to Heldebfrt hia steward, to the yalue of thirtj 
pouadi and more. AUo tbehouaes of the canonB which the lenerible Gyso had built, 
■■ th« refectory, the donnitory and th« pantry, and other buildings having been de- 
■troyed by him, together with the cloister itself, the canons whom Gjao had tanght to 
UfO together regularly and religionstj, were turned out of doors to lire in common 
among the people. But when the mercy of God, vhicb is over all and in all, «iaa di- 
rected upon him (according as it is written ' Whom God hath pre-destiuated those alio 
he hath called, and those whom be liath called those he has justified') being led to 
repentance for the sacrilege of which ho had been guilty, he wished undone what he had 
done, and left a written etidence of his peniteiiM.{") Bat John, the Archdeacon, ocTer- 
theless oaserted for himself a right to the lands of his fsther by iaheritanre, and to the 
provostship of the canons. ("} John the Bishop sat about (hirtj-aii years, and dying 
in peace on the third of the calenda of January was buried in the church of Bath before 
the altar of the Blessed Mary. 

To him moceeded GoDrnsv, a German by birth, sprung from anohle family, a man 
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Archidiaconus terras canonicorum, quas injust^ usurpaveraC, 
tenuit et tcnere non destitit : ita quod aliquatenus eptscopus, licet 
queestionem inde sjepius movisset,« terras optinere nequivit. Sed 
neque judicium vel justitiam habere potuit, obstantibus Rege 
Henrico et Rogero episcopo Sar', quippe cum ipsih causam Jo- 
hannis licet injustam fovere noii desisterent.

gentle and pioua ; during the irbotc of wbtwe tiioe John the Archdeacon ooatinued to 
bold the lands of the canoni which he hadunjuatly usurped, nor could the biabop obtain 
them, though he made aome efforts to do bo. But neither judgment norjusticc could he 
obtain, being apposed both bj King Heniy and \>y Roger then Bishop of Salisbury, 
for the; always favoured the cause of John, unjual u itwaa. But this Bishop, when he 
bad sat thirteen ;ears, passed from Ibe world to the grave (?) and was hu- 
ried in the church of Bath near the altar on the north aide. But John the ArcbdeoooD, 
being seiied with sickneas, was led at length to repentance, and charged hia brother and 
heir Reginald, who was afterwards precentor of Wells, aa he loved the loul of hia father 
and his own aoul, and would free himself from the pains of hell, be should desist from 
asserting a right to the canons' lands. 

Immediately on the death of Henry the tCing, and the Buccessioo of Stephen, Rohkrt 
became Bishop of Bath. This Robert was d monk of Lewes, whom Henry, Bishop of 
Wincheator, of worthy memory, had somehow taken thence and sent to Ghuton, that 
be might pnt the aSain of the abbey in order. (M) He was deacendeil of illustrioiu

And Reg^ald, who wss in one sense the heir, according to 
the injunction left by bis brother, repaired lo Batb, and there resigned into the hands 
[of Robert] of renowned memory, -whom then he found bishop, the land and rent of 
the canons, on whom bis father and his brother had unjuatlj usurped. He Bas made 
precentor of the church of Wells, the Bishop conferring on him the precentorsbip (Si), 
and, as a prebend, the whole manor of Combe, with its appurtenances. It is also lo 
be added that the same bisbop built, at a great expense, the ehurcb of the blessed 
Peter the Apostle at Bath. (W) He built olsoa chapter-house and cloister, dormitory, 
refectory and iufinnary. Nor ought it to be forgotten that the ehurcb of Wells wu 
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iu business. He. when he bad aaceoded the 
id goods'of the church of Wells woefully end 
>n and Provost being then dead, the lands thus

And ■□ it ma, that nhen Ihe church of 
Wells was tiniahed, the Bishop aisociated with bim tkrre other biibops, Goscelina 
Bishop oF Saliabury, Siman Bishop of Worcester, aod Robert Bishop of Hereford, who 
coDiecritei) and dedicated lbs said church i trbo «■ looa as the woric was nccom- 
pliibed, all joined in conferring a great, wonderful, and memorable favour ; namely, 
that in every year on the aQniversaryoftho dedication, to those trusting in the mercy of 
God, being peniteal. and coming on that day to the aaid church to the hononr of God, 
one hundred dayt of their penance aboutd be released. He also established the otflce 
of dean in the church, and ordained the first dean(17) and preceotorfW), aasigntng to 
them two prebends, the church of Yatton,(») and llywys(M) and the church of 
Compton ; (41) of which churches, and of others, when lie had made the distribution and 
ordination, he prepared a charter of it for perpetual memory, which the Pope eonfirmed. 
Not is il to be pasted over in silence, that, whereas from early times the Bishops of the 
church of Wells in the court of Kome. and in the: registers, and in writings lent from 
the court, were called ' Ponlificei Fonlaiienit;' and so continued to be named after 
the episcopal leat was transferred to Bath, the Bishop of whom we apeaV obtained

talion to them then pertaining to the kinglji dignity. Whereupon the King himielf 
joined bii charter to that of Theobald Bishop of Canterbury, of renunned memory, 
then the legate of the Roman tee, coaflnning the same dunatioa. Samethtng more 
remuiiB worthy of being preserTed in roemory, whioli ought not to be omitted, but 
which it ie rather especially expedient to commit to writing : namely, that when the 
Biihop had held justly and quietly for about twenty years those lands of the church, 
of nhich we have before spoken as having been unjudtly torn away from the church, 
and Ihen the glorious King Stephen being dead, and the powerful King Henry ths 
Second having taken (he reina of cmjiire, the nephews of the jirecentor Reginald, 
Mcking to get again the aforesaitl lands, instituted a suit against the cburcb, the bishop, 
and even against the precentor himself, h man faithful and just ; and brought them ad 
eopilulurH in a lay court, before judges, contrnry to the canonii. But when the Church

ter, the nephews of Che precentor tbns rieing op ngiiiut Ihem. and for 4 long time 
innaaog ihem, at length God iDterfering. his mercy, of ohich the •hole earth is 
ruU, sent oD a indden comrort to the detolale : for, by the diTiDe igggeitioii and the 
iaterpoaition of Re^oald, the hearts of hii oephews were inclined to peace between 
them and the Charch, and acerpling from the Charch uvcnlj marlu of silrer, they 
sbjiued all right to the lands of the bleued Andrew on thedsy before the idea of March, 
being aii knights, and two braie and high-minded yoaths, brothers of the knight*. 
Thii they did at Bath, in the lodgings of the Bishop, before two bishops of renowned 
memory, nnnielv, Robert bishop of Bath, and Roger bishop of Worcester ; these 
bebg preHiil alu, sod citnesting the act. Richard then dean of Wells, Thomas the 
■rchdeuon, Robert of Bath, snd Godfrey of Worcester, a great nnmber of the inferior 
clergy and of the people being also present (**) The Charch paid the afonsuid aoni 
to the knights by the band of Richard, then the dean, and of ihe other canoiu : 
whereupon a chirograph wss made between llie Cbarch and tlieni for perpetual 
memory. Tu both parts of which chirograph hang the seili of the bisbopi who were 
present and the seal of the charch of Wells, aad of the knlghti Payne de Penebrige and 
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Cujus drographi unam partem ecclesia reconditam habet in 
scriniis^ reliquam milites. Dominus quoque A. Papa III. compo- 
sitiouem inter ecclesiam etipsos factam confirmavit. Sedit autem 
in episcopatu Robertus dulcis memoriee xxix. annos et menses 
quatuor^ et obdormivit in Domino ii. kalendas Septembris, et 
sepultus est in ecclesid beati Petri ante gradus magni altaris. 

Cessavit autem ex tunc episcopatus et vacavit yiij. annis et Tiij. 
mensibus et xv. diebus usque dum eligeretur Reginaldus qui 
electus est in Junio^ et sequenti anno proximo consecratus est in 
Junio in Mauritania. 

Roger Wyteng ; of which chirograph the Church has one part laid up in its reposi- 
tories, and the knights have the other. Also Pope Alexander the Third confirmed the 
composition made between the Church and them. Robert, of fragrant memory, sat in 
the episcopal seat twenty-nine years and four months, and then slept in the Lord on the 
second of the calends of September. He was buried in the church of the blessed Peter, 
before the steps of the great altar. 

From that time there was no Bishop, for the space of eight years eight months and 
fifteen days, until Rkoinalo was elected, whidi election took place in the month of 
June, and in the June of the year next following he was consecrated in Moriana.(iS) 



(1.) The floating tnditioDa of b province whi^h abonndi, perhap* more Oito taj 
other part of Englaod, with traditiona respecting CTenti ia the esrlj historf of the 
English Church. The writer alludca lo what he is going to relate concerning Congres- 
bnry, where tbe Iradition is not borne out by any tind of written eridence within 
at leait four centuries of the time of the supposed flouriahiag estate of that place, 
nor bj any apparent probabilities. He must allude also to tbe story be Is aboat to tell 
of the discovery of Ina. a herdsman's son, near Somerton. But of all the Somenetehira 
traditions those of GUstonbury are the most magikificeDt : nor are they without some 
support From the written aod authentic memoriiU of the eaillfr ages of the Christum 
Church. 



(3.) That there was in the country of the West Saiona a Bishop. ' plebii Dei ih- 
^rclar,' named Daniel, or ' renerandia jlatittn,' m he is called in the body of the 
inetruDieot, is one of the atatemenls in the Great Charter of King Inn to Ibe church of 
Glaston, and he ia there shown to be cootemporary with Ina, Ethvlburga, and Beorth< 
wald the Biahop of Canterbury, llut a Bishop had his seat at Wells ii also, if not 
asserted, plainly implied in this instrament : " hoc etiam pro'ideat idem Episcopal, 
ut nngnUs nnnia cum clericia aula qui Fontanetum sunt, ipsun matrem suam, Glal- 
tonienseis videlicet Ecclcsium, feriA aecundA po»t Aaceosionem Domini, cum letenit 
recognoscat." The date of this Privilcgium is a. b. 795; but alrong auapiciona 
are entertained by many of its genuineneas. It seems howerer that we should 
have something more decisive than the presumptions of Stiltingfleet or Collier, 
before we entirely give up the authenticity of an instrument which was we know deeioed 
genune in the reign of King Henry the Second, and which it cannot be denied hat 
many marlis of genuineness. Few would wish to check the spirit of close invcstigaCioii 
into the aathority of what are propounded as antient diplomas ; but there ia a pride of 
scepticism as well as a too eaay readiness of assent, and we ought not to suffer our- 
Bolyes to be deprived without suAcient reaion of any evidence of the ancient glorlM, 
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whether politicnl ai

Ir religious, of tlie land to which wB belong. It ought tlia to be kept 
iticnl scholar, thnt minute circumatnncrs, whicli wereproafB ofge- 
nuineneea for some ages, msy become lost to us u proofs hylhc obacuritj whicli, nflcr a 
longlopie of ages, maybe thrown over [he evident facta or remains to which [hose circnm- 
Btaneeshad relation. Hunever, I cannot enler into any full eiamination of tbii charter, 
and content myself with referring to the obgenfations of Hearne, and to what !■ found in 
the Glaston bislorians. More may be eipeoted from Mr. Kemble, in his coUectioD of 
Saxon charters soon to be published. On the place in which the episcopal scat wiu 
littiated, in which Daniel la represenied to have ant, and a seriesof Bishops before Urn 
wbote Tcrj names are forgotten, I haeea few remarks to make. It is generally suppoaed 
that the Daniel contemporary with Ina is the Bishop of that name who stands the 
flixtb in Godwin'a series of the Bishnpa of Winchester : but the Someriet tradition, we 
see, places him nt Congresbury as the general superiDlendeut of the churches of 
Somorsel, and represents him as having transferred the seat from Congreabnry to the 
more convenient and more desirable posilion of Wells, where, in his time, tn Ina'a 
charter, we find a Bishop. Few things can be more improbable than that Congrea- 
bnry can have been the sent of the general superintendence of the Somersetshire church- 
There are no anlient roads pointing towards it. Its position in the marshes is faronr- 
able [o another ecclesiastic tradition respec(ing it, that a Christian hermit, who came 
from the East, took up his abode there, like St. Guthlac in the marshes of Lincoln- ■ 
■hire, but not at all to its having been an episcopal seat. Indeed the whole mattaT) J 
depending as it does solely on tradition, is perhaps scarcely worth the pains whici 
being bestowed upon it ; but supposing that there is any reason to believe that befor*! 
the time of Ina there was a scries of Bishops in Somereet, which, believing in the 
neatly high antiquity of Glaston, I would by no menus doubt, I should place theirselC^ J 
not at Congresbnry, but at a place the name of which bears a near resemblance to Con- I 
gresbury, tlml is Kingtlmry, a phice near to llchester, the Roman Ischalia, and not far 
from the line of the great road which ran from Cirencester through Bath and Wella 
to llchester. The name, Kingsbury, denotes a royal residence, corresponding as it 
does to Coningsborough, nnd other places about which there can be no doubt that they 
were in some way connected with early kingships ! and where was the seal of royal 
authority, there seem to have been the early seats of episcopal autliorlty alio, as at 
Canterbury, York, London, Winchester, Dorchester. Kingsbury was a very early 
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possession of the Clmrch of Wells, while Congresbury was bat a recent acquisition ) 
for the writer of this history informs us that Congresbury, that is, the hide there 
mentioned in Domesday, for the chief interest was in the crown till King John granted 
it to Bishop JosceUne, was acquired by gift of Bishop Duduco, who had obtained pos- 
session of it before he was Bishop. I shall make one remark more, and then dismiss 
this unprofitable enquiry. If Congresbury had possessed the consequence which this 
tradition gives to it, we should in all probability have found it giving name to the 
Hundred in which it is situated, as Bath, Taunton, Wells, and other places of ancient 
consequence do. Kingsbury also gives name to its own Hundred. On the wholoi 
it seems probable that the tradition originally belonged to KingabMry, and became by 
some mistake transferred to the place of similar name, Ckmffretbury. 

(3.) In despair of making any sense of the iniepeate noetia aileniio, I have ventured 
a restoration, which however would itself scarcely be held a legitimate phrase were it 
not sanctioned by the following passage in Bede : " Cum que diu tacitis mentll 
angoribus et ckco carperetur igni, vidit subito Mampeatce noctia ailentio adpropin-' 
quantem sibi hominem vultus habitusque incogniti, &c." Hiat, EecL Lib. ii. cap; 
\2. Ed. Smith, fol. 1722, p. 92. I owe the reference to Mr. Bond. 

(4.) This is indisputably the orthography of the manuscript before us. The Hiatoria 
Minor of Wharton has the name Tideaton or Tiderton, and Godwin prints It, I know 
not on what authority, Tidingion. Camden does not seem to have been aware of this 
name, as he mentions only Theodorodtmum as a name which gave way to Welia before the 
time when the place became the seat of a Bishop. He quotes Leland as his authority 
for Theodorodunum, and no other. 

(5.) We are now arrived within the range of authentic history. This catalogue of 
nine Saion Bishops who preceded Gyso, the great benefactor to this see, oorresponds 
with that in the Hiatoria Minor of Wharton ; and they both agree in placing Siganu 
as the successor to Daniel. The age of Sigarus is however well known to have been 
towards the close of the tenth century, and it is manifestly impossible that the series 
of nine Bishops, predecessors of Gyso, can have filled up the whole interval from the 
time of Ina. It is perhaps just to the writer of this little history to understand him 
to mean that Sigarus succeeded qfter a long interval, during which there wm a series 
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of bishops whoie n&mea ore lost. It U lioweTer a remBrkabIc c 
tfae obitaary of the Church of Glaslon there is > Biebop named Dauiel nho is there 
Wid to have died la the year SSS, -nhich la aboot the time ichcn the predecesior of 
SigaruB most hare died. Mb obit naa CElebrated on the 8th of the idea of October.

The BerieaeB of Saion BUhops, aa girea in this History, ia the two Hit^toriei of 
Wharton, and by Molmesbory, are confused and contradictory. What may bt said 
for this ii, that it has equal ctairoa with any other to be regarded aa supplying correctly 
tlie muaes and the order. But in truth the English Fssti, whether ecclesiBSlical or 
iKtiI, are at present in a deplorable state of imperfection and coafusioD : not in reipect 
of the times before the conqucat only , where ioiperfectioo is excusable, but even io tlie 
Plantageaet and Tudor reigns, when Ihere are abundant materials to make them com- 
plete, could the materials be oaed. Without attempting to act the nhole series right, 
I ln«j observe that Burthicold occars in this list nho is wanting in Mslmesburj : a 
circamatance noticed by the author of the HMoria Major, on the authority of on 
obituary of the Church of Wells, aarf of a tomb in the Cathedral Church which was 
Hid to be his : and that we bare the testimony of Gyso (hat Memith, Merewitt, or aa 
the name is here written Merechyyt, was but another name for Brithwin, or as Gyso 
writes the name, Drilhcri, if we may truat his copyist. According to Malmesbury, ai 
printed in the Seriplorei pott Bedam, p. 154, this Brithcri or Briibwi Merewith lived 
till after the Coatjaest. This is a palpable mistake, but not of the chronieler hinuelT, 
it bdng evident that a line of his man uscript haa been loat, through tlie carelessneaa of 
•i tranacriber or the printer, between the words itrilitei and LolAaringui. It will be 
obaerred thai neither Duduco nor Gyao is in Malmeshury'a list. Their names were 
aridently in the line which hsa beca tost ; it being Gyso, not Brithwi, who lived in the 
timea of the Confessor and the Conqueror, and who was by birth a Lorrainer, and the 
immediate predeceasor of John. Thia accidental mistake of the transcriber or editor or 
printer of Malmeabury is the more worthy of notice, as it has been (he means of leading 
Godwin astray, or at least of making him throw a donbt on the fact to which we have now 
theteatimony of Gyso himself, that Dnduco (a name of singular formation) waa a Saion. 
Godwin's worda are these ; ' Dudoco, nonnullia Bodeca, i SaioniA Germaniie oriondua, 
aat(utquibuadatn placet) c Lotharingia.' &c. Df Pr(rtul. 4to. 1616. p. 415, and Godwin 
bdng led astray his himself misled others.

Willliua of Malmes- 
barj, and the Hitlaria Major, cbitj bsck the commen cent eat of (he aen«i to the begin- 
ning of the 10th century, when the see icas first established by Ihe authority of tlie 
Pnpe, and by the immedinte instrumentality of Plegmund ArchbiBhop of Canterbury, 
being severed from the aneieiit diocese of the Biahops of Sherbora. This ie no donbt 
BO far the aulheiitic history of the ori^n of this see. but it admits of being reconciled 
with Ina's charter thus: Daniel sat at Wells, but his successors aat at Sherbum with 
■ irider diocese. Plegmnud, in the time of Edward the Elder, divides tbe diocese of 
SfaerbnTD, and pUcei one Bishop at Weils and the other at Satiabury. The interval 
before the time of Sigaros is tilled U[i according to them with six Bishops ; Adelm the 
fim, who bad been Abbot of Glaston, and after him WolTelm, Elph^e, WiOfcIm, 
Brightelm and Kioeward. This series ia open tosospicion. There ii nothing of Iheae 
nainei in the history before as. 

(£.) We shall afterwinlii see how this was lost. The Bathority of this history ap- 
petn to be nnqneitionable in respect of the connection of the churoh of Wells with 
that of GloncGiter, but I see nothing of it in the accDiuits of the Gloucester monai- 
terj. See Mm. Attj. new edit. i. 531. This connectioii ii dighily noticed in the 
HUlorta Majer. 



(T.) The words of Gy«o must here be oadentood with some reserralion. We hare 
a large account of Congresbury in Domesday under the Ttrra Repit, from which we 
team that before tbe Conquest it had belonged to Earl Harold, aud was at the time 
of the Survey in the hauda of the King. Tbe church also belonged, not to the Bishop 
of WeDs, but to Maurice Bishop of London. It ii added, iu a kind of supplement to 
the account given of tliis rich toanor, that two hidei had been severed from it since 
the T. R. E., one of which was then held by Serlo de Burci and Gislebertns HI. Turoldi, 
and the other by Gyso the Bishop, This must be the portion of Congresbury which 
wu acquired by Duduoo. and by him given to the vliunih. A century and a half later 
King John granted the manol and advowson to Josceline bishop of Bath and Welti. 
See CoUinson, iii. 584.

So that Gysa was one 
of those fureigu prelntes who were elevnted hy King Edward. Ynlesius has collected 
all the intimations he could find of the position of this territory, about which it seemi 
tlierc baa been some difficulty. I quote the posiage, to which these few words of Gyio 
form a oteful addition :

The expression pott judiciam Pronincialiuai is worthy of notice, as bearing upon | 
the Sidministration of justice among tlie S^ons. There is same learning on this word 
in Palgraye's History of the Constitution; as there is tiao on the ad Capilnlum, which 
occurs ■ few pages later. See also Du Cangc, voce Proirincia/i'i ; hat better, Char- 
pentier, on the same word. 

(30.) This is ■ clearer and more consistent iccouot of the relations between the 
Bishop and Earl Harold than is giren from the authorities hitherto published. The 
whole is in fact perfectly intelligibl*; as Gyso himself delivers it, and bis accoimt 
receives some confirmation, were it required, from Harold's charter when king, in the 
MonasticDD, ii. Z87. in favour of Gyso. 

(21.) This charter of the Coniiueror, to which I have referred ibove, is in the 
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Monuticon. Tke king gives Wynesham to tha Church of Wells, ' ammonitione et 
prece Gjsonis episcopi/ iL S88. Winesham is in Kingsbury East Hundred. 

(22.) I have not been able to ascertain what house this was. 

(23.) This is another instance in which the statements of Gyso are supported by 
the testimony of Domesday. Combe there occurs among the possessions of the Bishop 
of Wells, and it is said that it was held in the time of the Confessor by Azor, who is 
evidently the Arwurt of Gyso's narrative. Combe St. Nicholas is the place intended, 
which is in Kingsbury Hundred. Collinson, ii. 475. 

(24.) There is no mention of this place in Domesday. It is, I believe, near the 
dty of Wells. 

(25.) We have here a still more striking instance of the support which is given to 
this narrative by the independent testimony of Domesday. Litton and Wurmeston, 
Gyso tells us, he assigned to the Canons for their support, and in Domesday we find, 
at the close of the account of the lands possessed by the Bishop, litune, litton, not 
held by the Bishop, but by the Canons of Saint Andrew. They held it also T. a. s. 
so that this appropriation was made by Gyso before the Conquest. 

(26.) No place of thii name occurs in Domesday. The Abbot of Glaston who gave 
it is better known by his name in another orthography, Egelnoth, or Ailnothus. 

(27.) Hie other lands may be seen in Domesday Book. They were all, with 
one exception, ancient inheritance of the Bishop, having been in his hands t. r. s. 
The exception is Latune (Yatton), which waa held by Johannes Danus in the time of 
the Confessor ; and Gyso, it appears, according to his system, should have shown how 
this manor came into his hands.

(30,} We have now lost the benefit of Gyao'i nairatiTe, and, ioBtead of a oontcin- 
porary writer, we hare a writer who wrote a few jean after the tima when aome of the 
events which he relates occurred; though as the Darrative proceeds he becomes a 
contemporar)', and of the few eventa wbich be notices writes like one wbo was per- 
sonallf cogoijsDt of the transactions he records. But we may see how little solicitous 
he was to treat of matters not coonected with the property of the chorch, and the 
adjuatment of the rights of Ibe several persons connected with it, in the slight 
notice which he takes of Bishop John, called by others De VilluU, who was one 
of the most eminent pcrsoiu of bis time, and who seems to have collected around him 
at Bath no small portion of the science of Ibe age. Adelurd. called Bathonieasis, one 
of the most successful cultivators of science, was of tbe age uf John. The biabop was 
himself a phyaicion. This is the testimony of Malmesbury, to whom be was known, 
that 'literatomm contubernio gaudebat,' &c. 

Tbe charter by which King William the Second granted to him the city of Bath mtj 
be read in Heame's Adam qf DomtrAam, p. 2S3 ; and another charter of the same 
king, dated on the Glh of the kalends of February, 1090, by which be gave to him the 
abbey of Saint Peter of Bath, ' ad Somersetensii episcopatos angmentationem,' is at 
p. 379 of the same book. 

(31.) Thia Ilugolinua cnm Baibi occurs in Domesday book. Hii name il written 
Hugelo, and over itia written, in that small letter in which so much of the more curious 
informntioo of that record is conveyed, the word hlerprn, another addition by which 
he was known. Il is probably a vain attempt to recover any thing more concerning 
one who, by what little is known, may be presumed to have been a remarkable person 
of his time, an interpreter or translator, and having something it appears peculiar in 
his personal appearance safficient to strike Ibe minds of the Saxon population, who were 
shaven. He was one of the Taioi Regis, people who held small possessions not in- 
cluded in any of the great fees, a very res|>ectablc class, far above the tiiZ/ani, and whose 
namai were never collected till it was lately done by Sir Henry EUis, who has in this 
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and other parts of his irork iierformid a verj useful service for the atudents in 
Domesday Book. Uia landa were EstoD (n portiou of Bath- Cus ton), Herlei (Wsrley), 
and Chknertoo (CUrerton), forming a compact estate in a rich and romantic countrj, 
on a line sweep o( the Avon i Ifing within a mile and a half of the citf , it must havs 
bwn a rery desirable aequUilion to the reUgious of Bath. The purchase was, we see, 
made hy John early in the reign of Rufus ; bo that there is no roam for the Buppoaitioa 
of CoUinsan, that Hugelo Interpres and Hngolinue cum Barblk vere tvo diadiict 
persons. 

(32.) WebaTe notbingof this in the accounts hitherto given of Juho de Villnlft. This 
irriter, indignant at the act which tnuisferred the leat of the bishoprick from Welts to 
Batb, and dispersed the fratemily of the canoDS of Wells before they were warm in 
the new habitations provided for them by the Uheralitj of Gyao, dwells only on what 
ii least fatourable in the character and conduct of this prelate. But the testimony of 
Malmeibury will for ever vindicate the memory of one of the promoters of exact 
knowledge and truth, and consequently of the best interests of the homan race. Leland, 
who gives honour where honour is due, was affected by the sight of the tomb of this 
bishop, which he saw at Bath in one of his journies, overgrown with weeds. '■ This 
John polled down the olJ church of St. Peter at Oath, and erected a new, much 
fairer, and was buried in the middle of the preebytery thereof : whose image I saw 
lying there a nine years since ; at the which lime alt iHt chnrch l/ial Ae made lay ia 
vanle and wet unre<tfed, and weedi grem about thii John 0/ Tburi' iqiulcAre." 
llintraiy, ii. 68. 

(33.) Godwin says that John de VillulA placed in the ohurch of Wells a provost who 
■poGed the canoDa, a relation of his. This must mean Heldebert. John the Arch- 
deacon, ic. of Wells, is not in the existing Fasti of the Church. He was, it seems, Bon 
U Heldebert. His death, which is mentioned shortly after, made way for Robert, who 
occors in the Registers oftlie see as Archdeacon in 1135 ; Lc Neve, p. 43. 

(34.) This circnmstanee, which is not mentioned in the accountsof Bishop Robert to 
be fonnd in Godwin and later writers, is consistent with all we know of him, and shows 
na that he was first advanced by the brother of King Stephen ; which may bcgouoI for 
the seal with wluch he promoted the siiccesa of Stephen against the party of Maud.

(JO.) Hyan/t .- not found in the Domesday Survey of tha poaaeaaions of the Church. 
It may aeem, on the first view, to be the preaent Huuh Epitcopi in the hundred of 
Ktagabory Saat, bat it is plain that it waa a place in close union with Yittoa ; and in 
the New Monaaticon, ii. 376, it ia nid to be Hymieh in tht Marti. 
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(41.) Cumton is not found in Domesday among the possessions of the Chnrch. It 
is no donbt the present Compion BpUcopi, in the Congresbory district. See Collinson, 
iii. 583. 

(42.) Not to the exclusion of the ancient name Fontanemett but in connection with 
it : the origin of the present name of the See, Bath and Well*. 

(43.) The Charter by which King Stephen gave these Churches is in the New 
Monasticon, ii. 389. The town of North Curry is said by Collinson, ii. 178, to have 
been given to the church of Wells by Richard the First. North Petherton, South 
Pethertout and Curry , (Nort Peret, Sudperet, and Churi,) are surveyed together among 
the Terra Regis of Domesday. 

(44.) This transaction must have taken place in 1163, 1164, or 1165, for Roger did 
not become Bishop of Worcester before 1163, nor did Robert Bishop of Bath surrive 
beyond 1165. Richard, called de Spakeston or de Sprakeston, was at that time 
Dean. Thomas the Archdeacon first appears in 1175, according to Le Neve's 
Fasti ; but we learn from this narrative that he was Archdeacon ten years earlier. 
Godfrey of Worcester was no doubt the Archdeacon of Worcester of that name who 
died, according to Le Neve, in 1 167 : and as Robert of Bath was no doubt a distinguished 
ecclesiastic, he was probably an Archdeacon of Bath not found in the printed Fasti. 
Nothing is more wanted than an improved Fasti of the English Church, a work which 
the Roxburghe Club some time ago contemplated. 

(45.) A district in Savoy. Godwin says his consecration was performed in the town 
of Saint John in Savoy, by Richard Archbishop of Canterbury. The date was 1175, 
the twenty-second of Henry the Second.

INTRODUCTION. 



The docnments of which copies are here for the first time pub- 
lished have been for a very long time out of the proper keeping. I 
know not whether to regard this as a fortunate circnmstance or the 
contrary. They may be said to lose something by it of their conse- 
quence, if not of their validity. But though this might be important 
were any of them to be propounded in the Courts as the basis of any 
claim of right, yet it cannot be said to affect their value as historical 
evidence, while in the documents themselves there is nothing to im- 
peach their authenticity, but rather every mark of genuineness which 
documents such as these can possess. 

Lying as they have done in a manner concealed from public view, 
being neither in any public library nor in any depository to which 
any person would think of resorting who was in search of information 
respecting the foundations to which they refer, it is not wonderful 
that the information which they give (and in the case of some of them 
it is curious and important) has been unknown to those who have 
written on the history of the foundations to which they relate. So 
that, however little claim they may have to be classed with literary 
compositions, the Camden Society is here adding to the store of his- 
torical evidence from a source unsuspected and unknown. 

They formed part of a large collection of manuscript matter formed 
in the earlier part of the last century, of which some account may be 
expected from mc. 
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Tbe Rev. Cos Macro, D.D. was one of tbe chaplains of King ' 
George the First ; but, baring inberited a consiilerable fortune front 
bis family, who bad been opulent burgesses of tbe town of Saint Ed- 
mund's Bnry, he seems not to have taken upon himself for an; length 
of time the cure of souls, but to have indutgeil himself in private pro- 
fessional study, and in gratifying bis tasto for curious literature and 1 
the arts of painting and scnlptui 

He had his baptismal name from his grandfather the rector of 
Kisby, near to Bury, John Cox, who was a grandson of Dr. Itichard 
Cox, the eminent Prolestant Bishop of Ely, 

Dr. Macro's honse at Norton, about six miles from St. Edmund'a 
Bury, was probably one of the best specimens at the time of an em- 
bellished residence of a country gentleman of easy but not very 
allluent fortune. He enlarged the house to adapt it to bis purposes; 
laid out around it extensive pleasure-grounds, and collected withiq 
numerous paintings, some of them very choice, and a few sculptures, 
Peter Tillemans, of Antwerp, tbe celebrated animal painter, was 
much employed by him, and died at Dr. Macro's in 17^, having 
been working the day before on tbe portrait of a horse, which re- 
mained at Norton in its unfinished state as a memorial of the circam' 
stance. 

His Coins and Medals were choice. He bad some of the rarer 
productions of the early foreign and English presses ; and a collec- 
tion, perhaps one of the beat in private bands, of manuscript remains, 
in volumes or in autograph letters and charters. 

The latter seem to have been collected from various quarters, aa 
opportunity was presented to him. Several of bis manuscript vo- 
lumes bad belonged to Spelmaa. Others had formed part of the

For the second grant he was, we see, to be admitted io tbe full privileges of a brother 
of the bouse.

The rharter is cliiefly reinarkable for the «tyle of the Bishop, and at the persons to 
whom il ii nddre<§ed, in which there may seem to be aa imitition of the phnue of tlie 
rojnl gronta of the time. 

The name of Robert has aometimea the addition De SIgilto. He wa> consTCrated, 
according to Le NeTc'a TiM/i, in 1141, and died in 1150 or II St. He vai an " ancient 
friend" and devout admirer of Saint Bernard : Godwin, Mo. ItilG, p. 235. In this 
Charter ve lisre perBons meatiooed nho were of his kindred.

Indeed, there is much uncfrtainty respecting ererything connected nith the fouiid>- 
tion of Basingnerk, which it ia hoped thia duuument will do soraething to diaaipate. 
We BOW tee that it waa a regularly-cooatituted house of the Ciatertian order na early 
■a 1157, when (being then, no doubt, a new foundation) it waa ptared under the 
anperintendenee of tbe houte of Buildwas : that, in or about 117T, the Abbot and 
Monks had become uneas J under their subjection, and sought, but iueffecCually, t« 
free themaelvei from it. 

These facts tend atrongty to show that the Charier of one of the Henries, by which 
the church of Gloaiop in Derbyshire, tbe well of St. Winifred, and other property, ia 
given to tbe house, belongs, as Dodswarlh and Dugdale had represented it, la King 
Henry the Second, and not to King Henry the Third, to whom it has been referred by 
Bishop Fletewood. Sec bis Life and Miraclei of SainI Winifred, ITH, p. 34. aa 
quoted in the New Mouaaticon. Not that the earlier date of that grant needed thi* 
confinoBtion, as the style of the Chatter, and the name! of the witnesses, would guide at 
once to tbe earlier reign. The Measrs. Lyions hare already noticed tbe mialake (see 
Magna BrtloHnia, Derbyshire, p, t6,i,] and Hi upon the year in which the home of 
Saviguey were engaged in settling the poaition of the new fraternity, as tlie year of 
King Henry's grant. 

There is nothing in the roll to show for what purpose the house of Ciatertium called 
for theae evidences, or the time when the copies were tranamitled. But from tbe 
character it may be inferred that tbe roll belongs to the twelfth century. The namea uF 
the three Abbots, under whose seals the documents are tranamitted, are not found in the 
existing Fasti of any of the honaea. The series of the Abbots of Buildwas and Basing- 
werk may also be mads less ineompletQ by this roll.

R. tlie Abbot and (he CaoTent of Ssiot Wandrageail or Pontenelle ia Konnind;, 
grant to H. Bishop of SaliBbury, ond the Chapter of the said clmrch, the two 
Chnrches of Whtteliarch in Doraelshire, whii^h Is now called Whitchorch CanoniForuni, 
and SoreitOD. oaw Sberalon, in Wiltshire i toother with whaterer lands and tylhe 
they had at WiTeleaford. The time irhea this trannactioD took place is to be gstbcred 
from the names of the Abbot and the Bishop. RabetC the Second became Abbot of 
Saint Wandrageail in 119.1, and was sncceeded by Raiaaldos in 1194, and be bf Robert 
the Third ID l2nT,wlio continued Abbot till 1319. This auecesiioD is from the Gallia 
Chritliatia. Hubert became Bishop of Saliaburj in IISS, and was aucceeded b; 
Herbert in 1134, who waa bishop to 1217. This determines it to betoug to the period 
between 1193 and I!2I7. 

We have in the reply of the Monki of Saint Wandragesil to the request of the 
church of Saliibary, that thcj would acquaint tbiem with the title on whieh they held 
the two churchea, important facts respecting Ihem. Whitchurch and Sherston were 
chnrchea of Saxon foundation, and had incumbenta in the time of the Confessor. 
Guntardus bod succeeded to them in both churches. This Gimtardua is described as 
Vapellimiit Rrgi* Williflmi. Being desirous to retire into the monastery of Saint 
Wandrogeail, he prevailed npoD the King to grant the two churchea, together with 
two others which be also held, lo the monks of that bouse. This mast bate been 
done before the date of Domesday Book, in which record we find that the Church of 
Sheraton waa held by the home of Saint Wandragesil. 

ThB posaeiaion of these churches, together with what they had acquired at Wiveles- 
ford, waa recognised by Roger Bishop oF Salisbury, in whose dioceae they were 
alluated ; by Joacellne his aucceasor, and by the Popes Innocent the Second and 
Engeniua the Third, whose Prisilej/ia are quoted. 

We obtain these facts from what is the express object of the instrument: but 
incidentally, information, which the topographer will find Yalosble, is giien respecting 
Bridton and Towcester, where were Saion churchea held by Guntardus, together with 
Mongesford, UpiTene, and Roateshal.

The Charier hy which Godfrey de Legewyi gm the Church of Sooth Reynhun in 
Norfolk to the Monks of Nurmanabergh, which wu ■ cell to Acre, ia in the Moniu- 
tieon, N. E. vol. v. p. 69. This ia the Bishop'a licence for the appropriation of it. 
The appropriation was knonn lo Blomefield (lol. iii. p. 31), who says that It was con. 
flrmed by Hubert Archbinhop of Canterbury. 

It ii probably a Charter of John de Oxford, who preceded John de Grey in the aeft 
of Norwich, and cannot be earlier thau 1175. The enpreiiion " in eodem looQ d« 
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noTu pluDtaln" seema to painl to a period nearer to the date of this in 
IIGO, to about whieli time Tanner fiiea the foundation of Normantbergb. I place it 
in the reign of Itichord tlie First, s9 Hubert, whojc confirmation would doabUoiS ba 
nearly contemporaneoua with thi> grant, did not attain his diguitr till a. d. 1193.

It contains the most direct evidence that has ever been given of the origin 
of the Englith bouse of Lovune, anil leares not the slightest room for doubt of their 
having sprung from the great Brabantiae house, of which there ia other evidence in 
Dugdalc (Soronajpe, vol. L p. T3G).

The privileges of the order reeited iu tliii letter are not uoticeJ in the MohbiUcoh, 
N. E. vul, Ti. 155H. The confirmBtion of them by Pope Pius tbe Second mnsl have 
been mode a very few years before the date of this tnitrumeat, as he baeame Pope iu 
1458. Bod died in 1464. 

The power to choose a Confessor appear! to bare been in that age a much coveted 
privilege. We see it granted OQ a more august occasion in the neil of these docunieati.

The signature, motto, and mark of the notary remain, and also the tab to which the 
Bishop's seal was attached. The seal is lost, but in every other respect the tnstmment 
it in perfect presenration. There is a contemporary indorsement, ** Collegii de 
Wyndesore." 
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Haw lo importsDl a docaineat u this eicaped from Us proper depnsitorj among the 
records of Che illustriooa Order lo which it relates, or of the Dean anil Canona of 
Windsor, can no more be coojeeCured with any show of probnbililj than how other 
instroments which belong to Che support of eiistiiig rights passed into Che handi of 
priraCe penona who hail po interest in the rights eappotted b; them. But the removal 
most have taken place at a period oov remote, for it is ettdent tbat this inBtrumenC 
wu unknown to Ashmole, who lias printed two other bulls, one empowering the 
Archbishop of Canterbury and the Bishop of Winchester to institute the college of 
Windsor, the other exempting the -college from the jurisdiction of the Archbishop, 
and who would hiTe pubUihed this iastrnment also had it been in its proper depository 
when he prepared his work on Che Order of the Garter. I have not discovered that it 
has been known to any other writer who has published anything on Che bistory of the 
Order, or on the history of the College of Windsor. Nor have I succeeded in finding 
that the fact which is set forth in this iosCrument, that the privilege was granted by Tope 
SiituB the Fourth to the Sovereign and Knights of Che Order of the Garter, and to the 
Dean and Canons ofWindsor, to choose a Canfcssor, each for himself, has been dis- 
covered in any other evidence by those who have written on the subject. 

The Bull of Pope SixCos is noC in Che Fwdera, and a privilege of that illniCrions 
Order, every clrcomslance attending whieb is an object of peculiar interest, is now, it 
te bclie*ed, for the first dme bron^hC to light. Of course it waa a privilege which 
would have do long coalinuance, the Reformation coming ou in about hdy yean from 
the dme when it was granted-

The King'i letter, the maet important put of thii ducument, has been printed, but 
very impBriectly. bj Burnet, CoUeclios of Doeumentt, iii 28. Tlie other pnrti, which 
thaw the prooeeiliDKB taken bj the Archbishop of Canterbury aad the Bisiiup at Lon- 
duu in couBtijueiice, have never before been priiituJ. 
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The prayers which accompanied the King's Letter were the first body of public prayers 
for general use in English published with authority. They may perhaps be regarded 
as the original of the Book of Common Prayer. Writers on the history of the Refor- 
mation, and on the history of the Book of Common Prayer, have expressed their regret 
that no copy of them has been preserved. There was, however, a copy in the library 
of the Earl of Clarendon, of which the title is thus given in the Catalogue : — " An 
Exhortation unto Prayer, thought meet by the King's Majesty and his Clergy to be 
read to the people in every church afore processions ; also a Litany with suffrages to 
be said or sung in the said Processions,*' 1544 : at least it seems from the date and 
title that this was the book.
